Immigration 
Discussed At 
Breakfast

A discussion of Immigration 
and naturalization was present­ 
ed at the monthly Chamber of 
Commerce breakfast Tuesday 
by Kenneth F. Temple, member 
of the immigration office of the 
U. S. Customs Bureau.

Temple traceH the steps which 
have resulted in the present im­ 
migration laws.

Pointing out the various con­ 
tributions made by the series of 
acts, Temple mentioned the fol­ 
lowing provisions:

Immigration act of 1917 sub­ 
versives and draft dodging 
ground for deportation;' 1924  
quota system whereby only a 
set number of immigrants may 
enter from various countries; 
1940   citizenship obtainable 
through, birth or naturalization.

Th*» present Walter-McCarren 
act, Temple said, represents the 
incorporation and streamlining 
of these ideas under one act.

Some of the revisions which 
have taken place over a period 
of time include: Adding drug 
addicts to the list of excluded 
and deportable aliens and re­ 
moving all racial and religious 
restrictions from citi/.onship.

"There is nothing any more 
dangerous than a half-truth," 
Temple declared regarding re­ 
cent publicity the department 
received in its handling of the 
wet-back situation. "We are 
always interested In keeping 
the family together."
